school, to the team roster. It 
turned out that Reinhart was 
the big: punch that led Roth's 
to 32 victories in 38 games, 
beating some of the best teams 
in Eastern Pennsylvania. 


Clover Park, champions of a 


strong basketball league in Read- 
ing, saw its wining streak of 23 
Consecutive games go ip in smoke 
when Roth's eked out a 56-54 win 
in the final ten seconds. 


The Nornstown Buzz Boys of the 


IVIain Line league took a 59-46 de- 
feat from the local team and the 
Reading Eagles Home association 
also went down to defeat under 
the Pottstomans.

U.S. Court Convicts 20 Nazi Officers 
Of War Crimes; Face Death Penalty 


NUERNBERG, Germany, April 9 


(/Pi—An American tribunal today 
convicted 20 NaEi SS (elite guard) 
officers of engaging in the murder 
of at least 1,000,000 persons. 


One of the 22 men in the 


dock was found innocent. An- 
other was acquitted 
on two 


counts of the indictment and 
convicted on a third. 


It was assumed that many of 


the defendants will receive the 
death penalty when sentences are 
announced tomorrow morning. The 
conviction was the most all-em- 
bracing in the history of the Nuern- 
berg war crimes trials. 
• * * 


CONVICTED ON all counts were 


four SS generals. 12 colonels, three 
majors and one lieutenant. They 
were commanding officers of "Ein- 
satz Commando" groups. These 
units, none of more than 2000 men, 
were sent into Russia behind the 
rampaging -German armies .to-Wipe 
out whole classes of people listed 
by Adolf Hitler and Gestapo Chief 
Henrich Himmler as racial unde- 
sirables. 


Records of the groups, intro- 


duced in court, showed that 
they killed at least 1,000,000 
Jews, Gypsies, Communist parti- 
sans and persons referred to by 
the Nazi as "Asiatic inferiors." 
The prosecution held that the 
death count may have run as 
high as 2,000,000. The case has 
been called the biggest murder 
trial in history. 


The defendants hr.J various 


civilian backgrounds before going 
into the SS.

One was a clergyman, one a dentist,
